Just 
across  the  street  from  the  Baptist  Hospital,  and 
wanted  to  see  It  finished.  Many  Baptists  In 
Jackson  are  showing  their  approval  of  the  hos- 
pital. 


The  report  of  the  Social  Service  Oommiaaloa 
made  at  the  recent  convention  concludes  as 
follows:  "The  manifold  social  task  of  the  mod- 

ern church  Is  the  same  as  that  of  the  early 
church,  namely,  the  task  of  realising  the  will 
of  God  In  all  human  life.  And  the  method  Is 
the  old  method,  the  method  of  a beneficent  con- 
tagion, a pervasive  renovation.  Social  right- 
eousness Is  to  be  attained  through  the  leaven  of 
Individual  righteousness.  Social  life  Is  to  be 
cleansed  by  cleansing  the  life  of  the  social  unit. 
No  mere  economic  program  can  exhaust  the  aim 
and  the  resources  of  the  gospel.  It  Is  not  a new 
distribution  of  wealth  or  a new  classification  of 
people  that  Is  wanted,  but  new  people.  The 
church  will  do  nothing.  Unless  It  do  this  deepest 
thing — transform  the  individual  life,  infect  It 
with  the  Ideal  or  the  kingdom,  train  It  for  the 
work  of  the  kingdom.  But  fundamental  as  Is 
this  work  of  Individual  renewal  and  Inspiration, 
It  does  not  discharge  the  full  social  -responsi- 
bility of  the  church.  There  are  specific  forms 
of  social  activity  upon  which  It  Is  called  to  enter 
In  Its  organised  capacity.  The  distinctively  so- 
cal  service  departments  of  the  municipality  and 
the  state  need  the  criticism,  support,  and  co- 
operation of  the  uhurch.  Maintaining  without 
compromise  Its  own  Independence,  the  church, 
as  In  the  case  of  religious  liberty  itself,  will 
still  need  to  ^influence  and  direct  legislation  by 
memorial,  protest,  and  petition,  and  by  the  cre- 
ation of  a Christian  public  opinion  on  the 
wrongs  and  perils,  the  duties  and  possibilities, 
of  community  life.  Another  method  by  which 
the 'church  can  serve  the  common  need,  and  so 
fulfill  the  law  of  Christ.  Is  to  provide  for  the 
poor,  the  sick,  and  the  defective,  and.  what  is 
more  Important,  to  provide  against  them. 


An  article  In  the  Alabama  Baptist  by  Dr.  A. 
J.  Dickinson,  criticises  the  efficiency  commission 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  for  spring- 
ing on  the  brotherhood  at  Nashville  which  they 
had  not  publicly  discussed  and  which  there  was 
not  time  to  thresh  out.  The  Religious  Herald 
In  an  editorial  arraigns  the  commission  for  de- 
parting from  Its  purpose  and  Introducing  mat- 
ters of  doctrine.  The  commission,  on  the  other 
hand,  felt  that  efficiency  was  Intertwined  with 
the  question  of  our  relation  to  other  denomina- 
tions and  of  co-operating  or  not  co-operating 
with  them  in  our  mission  work. 


The  Religious  Herald  suggests  the  propriety 

of  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  Boards'  buy- 
ing space  In  the  denominational  papers  for  keep- 
ing their  work  before  the  people.  If  all  the 
denominational  interests  paid  for  the  space  they 
use  In  the  papers,  at  regular  advertising  rates, 
some  editors  that  now  go  without  salary  for 
months  together  mlglit  come  out  In  new  clothes.

The  Jail  Is  empty,  the  saloons  are 
about  gone,  and,  as  Sergeant  Ilune  declared. 
"What  we  need  la  a guard  to  keep  some  one 
from  breaking  in,  instead  of  out.”  The  wagon 
responded  to  only  two  calls.  Two  white  boys 
were  found  fighting,  and  were  released. — Mem- 
phis Press. 


At  the  recent  general  conference  of  Soul  hern 
MethodlsU  at  Oklahoma  City  a commission  was 
appointed  with  authority  to  locate  two  universi- 
ties and  'a  theological  seminary.  They  have 
selected  Dallas,  Texas,  as  the  seat  of  the  one  to 
be  located  on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi 
river.  The  one  on  the  east  side  Is  still  unde^ 
elded,  also  the  location  of  the  theological  school. 
This  action  was  taken  because  the  courts  de- 
cided that  the  church  did  not  have  the  legal  con- 
trol of  Vanderbilt.

Some  of  them  tell  us 
that  they  have  come  out  Jo  gather  facts  about 
missions,  but  they  take  care  to  tel)  us  what  sort 
of  facts  they  want,  and  they  get  them.”

SOME  OF  SOLOMON’S  ADVICE. 

A Sermon  by  Theo.  Whitfield. 

The  l®ok  of  Proverbs  is  the  lw*ok  of  wis- 
dom. St  i*  not  so  much  to  tell  us  what  is 
right  and  what  is  wrong  as  to  tell  us  what 
is  w se  and  what  is  foolish.  It  also  treats 
about  a great  many  things.  An  old  lady 
said  that  she  liked  to  read,  and  someone  gave 
her  fi  dictionary  telling  her  that  there  was 
a lx  ok  to  read.  Upon  being  asked  after- 
ward- how  she  liked  the  book  she  said  it  was 
very  - interesting,  but  changed  the  subject 
quit  • often.  Now,  the  book  of  Proverbs  is 
that|  way.  I shall  make  some  selections 
therjefrom  and  trust  that  it  will  induce  you 
to  read  the  entire  book  It  is  full  of  whole- 
sonij*  adv:ce.  The  Lord  had  it  written  and 
von  l will  he  the  poorer  if  you  fail  to  read  it. 

III  the  very  first  chapter  it  gives  some  ad- 
vie«j  to  men  that  are  sometimes  tempted  to 
“g.jt  rich  quick.’’  to  make  money  “easy.” 
ThJ  book  says  like  thisj  “If  sinners  entice 
you!  saving,  Come  with  us  and  we  will  lay 
waill  for  the  innocent ; we  will  swallow  them 
up  [dive,  and  fill  our  houses  with  spoil:  my 
son)  consent  thou-not.”  The  way  robber- 
used  to  do  was  to  meet  the  traveler  on  the 
lonflv  road  or  hold  up  the  stage-coach,  or, 
indjeed,  for  a hand  of  men  to  ride  into  a 
town.  and.  at  the  point  of  a dozen  guns,  plun- 
der the  banks  and  stores  and  houses.  But 
'the  modern  way  to  rob  is  for  a man  or  a 
number  of  men  to  sit  back  in  an  office  and 
lajTplans  that,  by  the  use  of  the  mails  and 
by  Mi  srepresentation,  to  get  others  to  invest 
in  some  Seemingly  wonderful  gold  mine  or 
la t|<l  deal.  Thus  do  they  fleece  the  farmers 
anil  skin  .the  savers  and  take  the  toilers 
caih.  Millions  and  millions  of  money  every 
yeLr  from  school  teachers  salaries  and  from 
willows'  insurance  money  and  from  day-la- 
lujrer’s  hard  savings  go  to  these  schemers. 

1 »m  not  saying  that  all  men  are  had.  but 
w Acre  a man  asks  you  to  invest  in  property 
that  you  have  never  seen,  and  where  he 
wants  you  to  trust  your  money  to  h m with- 
out any  security.  I tell  you  had  best  let  that 
iiilin  alone.  These  modern  robbers  are  ras- 
cals the  same  as  the  former  kind,  and  Sol- 
omon is,  in  this  first  chapter,' advising  you 
also  not  to  1m*  one  of  those  that  set  train  to 
git  rich  by  plundering  the  unwary.  Hear 
what  he  says  in  conclusion : ' They  lay 

Wait  for  their  own  blood;  they  lurk  privily 
for  their  own  lives.” 

The  next  proverb  we  consider  is  this:  “A 
righteous  man  that  walketh  in  his  integrity 
-j-Jdessed  are  his  children  after  him.  In 
ij  town  where  I was  pastor  a young  man 
lloa-ted  on  the  street  that  although  his  fath- 
er had  just  been  discharged  from  the  rail- 
ioad’s  employ  yet  in  the  four  preoed:ng 
months  he  said  hi-  father  had  beaten  the  rail- 
|*o ad  out  of  seven  hundred  dollars.  1 af- 
terward remarked  that  if  that  was  true  about 
jny  father  I would  never  for  shame  tell  it  to 
anyone.  On  the  other  hand,  if  it  were  false 
|ind  I was,  however,  going  to  make  up  some 
story  on  my  father,  still  I would  not  make 
up  such  a black  one  as  that.  O how  I would 
hate  to  think  that  my  father  and  mother 
were  wicked.  The  older  I grow  the  le««;do 
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I care  whether  or  not  my  loved  ones  be  rich. 
I never  pray  the  Lord  to  make  my  children 
rich.  I fear  it  might  hurt  them.  (I  never 
have  thought,  however,  that  it  would  hurt 
if  He  made  me  rich!)  But  above  every- 
thing I long  for  my  children  and  my  kin- 
dred to  be  good.  But  it  must  be  a dagger 
in  the  heart  of  many  a son  and  daughter  as 
they  come  to  realize  that  their  father  or 
mother  are  rascals.  How  think  you  a young 
man  feels  to  think  thht  he  is  the  son  of  a 
criminal f No  wonder  Solomon  wrote,  “A 
righteous  man  that  walks  in  his  integrity, 
blessed  are  his  children  after  him.” 

There  is  nothing  that  the  book  of  Proverbs 
speaks  more  against  than  laziness.  Thus, 
he  describes  the  sluggard  lying  lute  in  his 
bed  and  calling  out,  “A  little  more  slumber, 
a little  more  folding  of  the  hands  in  sleep,” 
and  while  he  is  lying  there  “poverty  comes 
in  like  a robber  and  destruction  as  an  armed 
man.”  Here  Solomon  shouts,  “Go  to  the 
ant,  thou  sluggard.”  “The  ants  are  a peo- 
ple not  strong,  yet  they  provide  their  food 
in  the  summer.”  There  are  some  people 
that  spend  all  they  make.  If  they  make 
fifty  dollars  in  a month,  then  they  eat  up 
fifty  dollars’  worth  that  month.  If  they 
make  a hundred  and  fifty  dollars  another 
month  then  they  eat  up  a hundred  and  fifty 
dollars’  worth  that  month.  They  provide 
not  for  the  future  and  then  if  they  get  out 
of  work  they  expect  others  to  feed  them. 
They  feel  that  the  merchant  ought  to  let 
them  hnve  supplies  and  never  get  paid;  the

He  did  not  get  mad  at  himself  for 
being  a cheat,  but  he  • did  get  mad  Ht  the 
brother  for  asking  him  to  be  partly  honest. 
Well,  this  hook  tells  everybody  to  make  pro- 
vision for  a needy  day.  It  says  in  many  a 
place  to  be  industrious  and  saving 

Change  the  subject.  If  you  will  turn  to 
the  sixth  chapter  of  the  hook  you.  will  see 
that  it  says  that  a man  is  foolish  to  go  his 
neighbor’s  security.  There  are  lots  of  fool- 
ish men,  under  this  head.  A brother  was 
telling  me  that  he  was  in  straits  because  Ji,* 
had  gone  security  for  a large  amount  and 
was  about  to  have  it  to  pay.  I said  to  him, 
“You  have  not  been  reading  the  book  of 
Proverbs  lately.”  and  he  said  “No.”  Well, 

I would  be  a rich  man  today  if  ' my  father 
and  grandfather  had  not  gone  security.  Look 
how  unreasonable  this  custom  is.  If  I came 
to  you  and  asked  you  to  go  security  for  my 
life,  you  would  tell  me  to  go  to  the  life  in- 
surance companies.  Well,  there  are  bond- 
ing insurance  companies  also  to  go  yonr  se- 
curity. Four  times  is  the  going  of  security 
spoken  against  in  this  book,  and  it  says  that 
if  you  have  gone  security  for  your  neighbor, 
then  to  go  to  him  and  importune  him  and 
get  him  to  release  you.  For  you  know  it 
that  many  and  many  a man  has  had  swept 
away  his  hard-earned  savings  because  he  had 
his  name  on  some  other  man’s  paper.  And 
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how  is  it  right  that  another  man  make  money 
off  of  your  capital  and  pay  you  nothing  for 
it,  bnt  often  in  the  end  you  actually  have  to 
pay  a big  snm  yonrself  for  having  helped 
the  man.  If  I should  ask  how  many  here 
are  losers  because  of  that  thing,  nearly  all 
of  you  would  stand  up.  And  you  husbands 
know  that  your  wives  beg  you  not  to  go  on 
that  security.  But  alas  the  bank  will  not 
trust  that  fellow.  The  bank  knows  that  he 
will  not  pay.  The  fellow  often  knows  him- 
self that  he  never  intends  to  pay,  and  so 
here  he  comes  up  to  you  and  puts  his  hand 
upon  yonr  shoulder  so  friendly  and  asks  for 
a small  “favor,”  which  he  says  ia  “merely 
form,”  and  so  you  put  your  name  there  and 
in  many,  many  caaes  you  are  going  to  have 
it  to  pay.  Understand,  it  does  not  say  that 
it  is  a sin  for  you  to  go  security  for  another, 
but  it  says  that  it  is  foolish. 

Change  the  subject.  In  this  same  sixth 
chapter,. and  also  elsewhere  in  the  book,  Sol- 
omon warns  against  meddling  in  another 
man’s  home.  One  thing  he  says,  in  discuss- 
ing the  matter,  is  that  jealousy  is  the  rage  of 
a man,  and  that  for  other  things  a man  may 
take  a ransom,  but  not  in  this  case.  Some 
one  told  me  of  a happening  in  a town  six 
miles  from  where  I was  once  pastor.  A man, 

' who  was  a drummer,  heard  evil  reports  of 
his  hdtne.  He  boarded  the  train  Monday 
as  if  th  be  gone  the  week,  but  instead,  took 
the  next  train  in.  He  crept  to  his  front 
yard  and  when  a man  presently  came  out  of 
the  house,  without  a word  shot  him  dead 
with  a shotgun.  r Three  thousand  years  ago 
wise  Solomon,  noting  man’s  nature,  wrote 
these  words  of  warning:  “Jealousy  is  the 
rage  of  a man,  and  he  will  not  spare  in  the 
day  of  vengeance;  he  will  not  regard  any 
ransom,  neither  will  he  be  content  though 
thou  givest  many  gifts.” 

Parents,  if  you  do  not  know  it,  I want  to 
tell  you  that  this  book  is  mighty  full  of 
sound  advice  for  those  boys  of  yours.  I 
think  it  would  be  a fine  thing  for  any  par- 
ent to  do  to  say  to  his  son,  “Son,  I will  give 
you  five  dollars,  or  a new  suit  of  clothes  (or 
what  not)  if  you  will  take  the  thirty  pages 
of  this  book  of  Proverbs  and  will  write  down 
in  this  notebook  all  the  advice  that  Solomon 
gives  to  young  men.  You  need  not  mem- 
orize it  but  just  make  a note  of  it.”  Some 
fathers  and  mothers  think  that  they  can  not 
talk  to  their  children  on  certain  subjects. 
Well,  here  is  a way  that  you  fan  have  them 
spoken  to.  There  will  they  read  of  the 
fruits  of  dissipation  which  are  poverty,  dis- 
ease and  death.  It  is  told,  too,  in  a clean 
way,  for  it  is  inspired  of  God. 

The  last  proverb  we  have  time  to  consider 
today  is  a prescription  of  Solomon’s  for  any- 
one who  has  the  “blues.”  It  ia  this,  “A 
cheerful  heart  is  a good  medicine.'  It  is 
not  the  only  medicine  in  the  world  for  this 
ailment,  but  it  is  just  one  of  the  good  ones. 
Every  doctor  knows  that  it  would  not  do 
for  him  to  be  gloomy  and  downcast  in  a sick; 
room.  These  doctors  talk  in  a cheerful 
strain  when  they  come  to  see  you.  Of 
course  they  do.  You  get  well  faster  if  you 
are  cheerful.  “A  cheerful  heart  is  a good 
medicine.”  “Dr.”  Solomon  wrote  out  that 
prescription  thirty  centuries  ago  and  it  ia 


juat  as  helpful  now  as  then.  In  another 
place  he  saya,  “He  that  hath  a cheerful  t)eart 
hath  a continual  feast.”  Now  that  ir  in- 
teresting. It  does  not  say  that  he  that  hath 
a plenty  of  money  hath  a continual  feast. 
When  1 was  going  to  school  one  day  1 had 
plenty  of  money  and  I had  a feast — oue  feast 
— for  about  an  hour,  and  then  I had  a sick 
spell  that  night,  and  I tell  you  that  it  was 
not  a feast  for  about  six  hours  that  night. 
It  does  not  nay  that  he  that  hath  learning 
or  power  ok*  influence  or  high  position  hath 
the  continual  feast  either.  But  it  takes 
something  else  and  that  is  something  that 
every  one  of  us  can  have,  and  that  ia  some- 
thing on  the  inside  of  that  brea-t  of  yours 
and  that  is  a cheerful  heart.

STATE  MISSION  CAMPAIGN. 

Our  campa:gn  for  State  missions  continues 
to  grow  in  volume  and  power.

These  brethren  are  in  heartiest  sympathy 
with  our  method  of  monthly  contributions 
for  State  missions  now  and  all  missions  after 
the  first  of  January. 

For  the  encouragement  of  the  brethren  I 
want  to  give  some  comparative  figures: 
Last  year  in  May.  the  board  received  from 
all  sources  $136.10  for  State  missions;  this 
year  in  May  from  the  churches  alone  $261.23. 
In  June  last  year  from  all  .sources  the  board 
received  $179.12.  This  year,  up  to  June 
15th,  we  have  received  $560  90.  The  pros- 
pects indicate  that  our  receipts  will  continue 
to  increase  in  volume.  Everything  looks 
like  a great  year  for  State  missions 

Brother  pastor,  if  you  have  not  yet  taken 
up  this  matter  with  your  church,  do  so  at 
once.  We  are  very  anxious  not  to  have  to 
borrow  money  during  this  conventional  year. 
So  far  we  have  no  outstanding  obligations 
for  this  year’s  work  and  if  the  Churches  will 
come  to  our  relief  monthly,  we  will  be  able 
to  carry  the  work  through  without  the  bur 
den  of  interest.  We  have  specially  pre- 
pared cards  that  we  will  furnish  any  pastor, 
also  envelopes  and  literature.  Wherever  the 
matter  has  been  mentioned  to  the  churches 
it  has  appealed  to  the  congregation.  Ex- 
pecting every  pastor  to  do  his  part  and 
knowing  that  the  Lord  will  guide  us  if  we 
but  do  that,  we  make  our  appeal. 


That  education  is  coming  to  be  recognized 
as  a Christian  obligation  and  that  we  are  see- 
ing that  it  is  one  of  the  ways  we  may  min- 
ister to  the  world’s  need  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus  is  shown  by ‘the  fact  that  many 
of  the  Baptist  State  conventions  have  or- 
ganized education  boards  or  commissions, 
that  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention  has  an 
education  board  and  several  of  the  other  de- 
nominations have  taken  similar  action.  The 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  is  seriously  con- 
sidering this  step,  though  the  committee  did 
not  see  the  way  clear  at  the  last  convention 
to  recommend  it  and  it  lies  over  for  a year’s 
consideration  and  report  to  the  next  meet- 
ing. There  ought  to  be  earnest  thought 
given  it  and  prayer  for  the  Lord  to  make 
known  His  will. 

The  contributions  to  home  missions  in  the 
South,  the  number  of  baptisms  by  the  mis- 
sionaries and  the  number  of  additions  to  the 
churches  where  they  have  worked  are  all 
three  times  what  they  were  ten  years  ago. 
Praise  the  Lord  and  pray  that  He  may  pre- 
serve Secretary  B.  D.  Gray  for  many  more 
years  of  fruitful  labor.

My  first  week  with  the  Judson  Ceiireunial 
has  been  in  the  city  of  Nashville,  Tenn.  This 
has  been  the  hottest  week  of  the  year.  The 
mercury  was  reg’stering  around  100  in  the 
shade  and  108  and  112  in  the  sun.  t^uite  a 
bit  of  my  time  was  spent  in  the  sun  on  the 
streets,  hunting  people  who  were  willing  to 
take  stock  in  an  investment  for  the  estab- 
lishing of  His  kingdom  in  the  foreign  m'a- 
sion  field. 

The  largest  single  gift  was  $600  and  the 
smallest  gift  wax  $5,  and  the  total  for  the 
week  was  about  $3,000.  This  is  a great 
work  and  deserves  the  prayers  and  support 
of  the  brotherhood. 

This  money  is  to  be  used  for  equipment. 
E;ght  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  to  go  in 
to  schools  and  seminaries;  $200,000  is  to  go 
into  publications  and  $250  000  is  to  lie  used 
in  church  buildings,  and  building  homes  for 
tha  missionaries,  and  hospitals.  The  raising 
of  this  money  will  not  only  give  much  im- 
proved facilities  for  establishing  the  king- 
dom in  the  foreign  mission  field,  but  would 
save  in  rents  on  the  foreign  mission  field 
annually  $150,000.  This  amount  would  sup- 
port 250  missionaries  and  thus  add  to  the 
army  of  workers  on  the  foreign  field.  In 
addition  to  this,  there  would  be  stability  and 
an  air  of  permanency  about  the  work  if  we 
owned  our  own  property  that  could  never 
be  in  rented  quarters.  Let  our  people  of 
the  South  determine  that  by  May  first,  1915, 
we  will  have  the  entire  $1,250,000  in  cash 
and  good  subscriptions.  There  will  be  many 
large  gifts.  The  largest  so  far  is  $30,000. 
This  is  from  a consecrated  woman.  There 
should  be  many  small  gift*  If  12,500  of 
the  2.500,000  Baptists  of  the  South  would 
give  $100  each,  the  task  would  be  finished ; or 
25,000  Baptists  should  give  $50  each;  or  50- 
000  should  give  $25  each.  Surely  we  can 
find  enough  to  do  this.  There  are  sixteen 
states  out  of  which  to  find  them.  How 
many  who  read  this  will  clip  the  subscription 
blank  below  and  mail  it  to  me,  c|o  Y.  M.  C.
